-MR. CHURCHILL'S SPEECH.

November 15, 6.20 p.m. 

In the Houee of Commons Mr. Churchill said that his letter to 
the Prime Minister gave fally bis reasons for resignation. Dealing 
with episodes in his career at the Admiralty he said he eaw no 
reason why a full account of the battle of Cornnel ahould not be 
given now, It would show that ho was ia fall agreement with the 
expert advigors to the admiralty and that the depositions wore the 
boat possible. 


With regard to the loss of three oruisera it was antruo that he 
over-ruled the naval advisors and kept the cruisers at ses. With 
regard to the Antwerp expedition that wag not arranged with him 
bat with Lord Kitchener and the French Government. Ho was not 
consalted till the troopa wera moviag or ander orders. 


Mr. Chorobill desribed hia hurried visit to Antwerp, mhere 
he was told to do everything possible to maintain the defence, while 
the mensures for relief. wore being proposed and carried out. It 
was not his fault ¢hat the operations began too late. drew 
attention to what Mr. Acquith, Lord Kitchener, and Sir Edward 
Grey on September 6 in regard to the situation at Antwerp suggest- 
ed, that Territorials bo sent. They made other propossis; but no 
action was taken, Ho jantified sending naval mon a3 “pituation 
was desperate, He knew Lord Kitchener would not send 
Torritorials and it would be wrong to lock up the Regulars in a 
fortress, The naval men were eqasl to the msrince esnt by ths 
French to the Dardanelles. The enterprise was profoundly, maturely 
and elaborately considered, and framed entirely by experts. 


Laat December Russia seked whether an action agsinst Turkey 
in the Dardsnellea was not possible, in order to relieve the prossure 
in the Caucasus. In consequence of commanications with the 
Foreign and War Offices he directed tha sttention of tbe First Sos 
Lord and otber naval officers to the possibility of action in Tarkish 
watera. He sent s minote to Kitchener on November 30 offering 
to assemble transports for 40,000 men in Egypt and waa informed 
that there was no army available and io the earlier discussions the 
opinion wasolearly showa thatif troopa were available they should 
not be used in Gallipoli, 


Both Admirs] Oerden and Admiral Jackson in reply to 
enquiries, expressed that in their opioion the Dardanelles could not 
be rashed bat that they could be redaced by a sustained naval 
bombardment, At an interview on January 28 with Mr, Asquith 
snd Lord Fisher he gathered the impression that Lord ‘isher con- 
sonted tos purely naval attack in the Dardanelles, The scheme 
was submitted so the French Government and was considered 
fayoursbiy by the French Staff. The matter was twice considered 
by the War Couccil and at the last meoting when Lord Fisher’ and 
Admiral Wileon were present, no adveree opinion was expressed. 
When in March the operations became slower Admiral Carden 
was telegraphically instracted-to press hard for a decieion. 


In addition, this telegram bore the written authority of Lord 
Fishor, snd Admiral Carden expressed his agreement, es did 
Admiral de Robeok his aucocssor. The consequence was that we 
loat two ald vessels which would otherwise have been rasting in some 
foreign port. Mr. Obarchill desired a resamption of purely usval 
operations bat Lord Fisher opposed tho suggestion. Mr. Oburohill 
aubmitted an alternative rohome of conjoint naval and military 
operations. The naval sttsck was a plan approved by the First 
Sea Lord, the naval authorities on the spot, and the War Council. 
Hobad not received from Lord Fisher that clear guidance before, or 
that firm support efter, to which ho was entitled. If Lord Fisher 
did pot approve of the operations he should have refused his consent; 
them the operationa would not have taken place, 2 © .4:- 

Mr, Cburobill said that he ecoopted general ministerial re- 
aponvibility, subject to his recorded opinion. Before the event. be 
had net believed thet a naval attack necessarily involved militsry 
operations. Hin the interval betwoon the naval and military 
operations we hed known what we now knew of the cost of those 
miltsry operations be did not think anyone would have hosituted to 
face the loas of prestige involved in breaking off tho operations. 
Novertheless be was vory glad thatthe War Office was willing to 
prosecute the enterprise by military mesna and he did hie best to 
support them. All this yeot ho bad urged the Government to tske 
what eteps they could in the West but to take Constantinople by 
any mesna while time romoined. Tho operations onght..to be 
carried through mith a sustained flow of reinforcements snd an utter 
disregard to life, ; soo, 


Mr. Oburobill mentioned that at Lord Fisher's: resiguation. ho 
offered to resign but he was seked by Mr, Asquith to ccntinne. 
eviewing the present military eitustion Mr. Cburebill “said :—We 
are tho rererve of the Allied cause, The time will come when ‘that 
rererve will be thrown fally into the scale. Tke campaign of 1016 
ongut to be settled, against Germany by a shortage of men. Is was 
therefore our sacred duty to increase our armies. SBmoll states like 
Balgeria were byonotised by German military pomp, They: failed 
to realise the. capacity of an ancient and mighty nation to,’endure 
adversity, disappointment, aud ‘mismansgement dnd to go on with 
boundless obstintby and suffering 
cause for which en ever fought.

The Daily Telegraph hopes the last has bean heard of 
the apologies and vindication, and that the Government will be 
allowed to resolately prorecate the campaign. Tho Morning Post 
refera to it ag an “ egotistical apologie,” and reasserta Mr. Obarchill’s 
responnibilities and blunders. Ist hopes that he will not be given 5 
superior command inthe army. The Daily Chronicles says that 
Mr. Ohurobill’s Provocation is great bat it is wiser to disdain the 
reply. Tha Daily Ghronicls and Daily News denounce Sir Kdward 
Oarson's" mischievous speech.”

We notice in one of the Home papers a brief report of a sermon 
preached by Canon Alexander at St. Paul's Oathedral, in whioh it 
ia slated tbat “the war had deepened, in the national character, ita 
steadiness and seriousness. Crime had been largely diminished, a 
spirit of unity and self-sacrifice had been felt among us and the wave 
of frivolity, laxary and solf-indulgance which had swept over the 
country had now ended, never, he hoped, to retura.” Suche pictare 
of the prasent and fatare of our Homeland as tha preacher hints at 
ia the moro interesting to Hongkong readers since they are exiled 
and can only know at second band of all the re-modelling thst is 
going on in connection with the national character, Looking closely 
into Canon Alexander's sermon one feels that he cannot be accused 
of cvet-eonguinoness, for he bas confined himself to outlining no 
more than the reasonably possible. It would be strange indeed if 
an event calling for so much forgetting of self did not leave its 
permanent mark on the people asa whole. 


! In tho first place the manhood of the country to the extent of 
some millions bas joined the army, either for training or for active 
pervice. Thousands of these men have enlisted solely at the diotates 
of conscience and often very mach against their own or their friends’ 
real inclination; they have given up peaceful and lucrative employ- 
ment becsues they realised that it wasn eacred duty to dosoata 
time when the country needed their help. It need vot be said that 
such actions carry their owa reward whore the making of character 
is concerned, Again, the undisciplined have become disciplined. 
Britishers from all over the world, many of whom have rarely abayed 
any will but tbeir own, have had to submit to that training 
the vary beginning rod end whereof is prompt and unquestioning 
obedience, Ia all this to ga far nothing? Of the increased self- 
knowledge and the greater comprehension of their fellows that hae 
come to our men in the camp and on the battlefield it is hardly 
necessary to write, fo: those things speak for themeelves. 


Where the civilian population ia concerned, the same kiad of 
change will be observable, The war, with its thousand aide issues, 
hag Jaid 8 steadying and disoiplining hand on the womenfolk and on 
the civilian workera, teaching them that, there are cther things 
worth living for besides the “frivolity, luxury and ee)f-indulgence ” 
of which the preacher speaks, and that there are times when grambl- 
ing ond discontent become forthwith the vilest treachery. Canon 
Alexander hopos that the evils to which be alludes have been awept 
away, nover to return, So may it be, We of Hongkong cannot hope 
to find our country an absolute Eden when, in time to come, we 
retarn to it; but we have every right to: believe that ‘the worat 
features that have characterised it during tho past quarter of a 
century— the loafing, the extravagance, the valgar osteatation, the 
dirregard of moral obligation, tho unmapliness of the men and the 
unwomanliness of the women will have given place to something
